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When the German army marched 
across the border of Denmark last 
week and proceeded on to Norway, 
it officially began the spring offen- 
sive which had been expected for 
months The Nazi invasion has since I 
given rise to other developinenis t 
all over Europe, most of them point- 
ing to a spread of the war all over 
the continent. 

Artton in Norway 

In Norway, the fighting continued 
between the Nazi expeditionary 
force and the scattered Norwegian 
urmy. Swedish cable reports tell 
of the Miff resistance of the Nor- 
wegian*, of the •'iron ring" which 
they halt placed around Oslo, trap- 
ping thousands of German troops 
In the capital These reports also 
tell of the presence of Swedish and 
Finnish volunteers in the Norwegian 
ranks. King Haakon, it was said, has 
issued his first war proclamation, 
urging the people to resist the Ger- 
mans until help shall arrive. 

That such help was on the way 
was suggested yesterday in a radio 
mini' of the British broadcasting 
company. British strategists, how- 
ever, are intent upon wiping the 
German navy oft the seas, com- 
pletely cutting oft the communica- 
tion of the army in Norway, and 
the trapped Ger- 
oncentrated attack 
Winston Churchill, new dictator 
of England's armed forces, is said 
to have planned the mining of Nor- 
wegian territorial waters to draw tlie 
Germans out of their protective 
shell. The Nazi invasion was Just 
what he wanted, the sources con- 
tinue: the German army now stands 
to lose the several thousand men 
which it sent to Norway 

Other Developments 

In Belgium, army leaves were can- 
celled and all classes of reseives 
were called to the colors. Virtual 
complete mobilization was in pro- 
gress Nervous low landers fear the 
Germans may decide to invade their 
countiy from the newly conquered 
bases in Denmark.

Study Group Will Reward 
Peace Recommendations 



New Yo:k City— 
students are being asked, at their 
April 19 mobilizations, to give some 
thought to the question of how fu- 
ture peace should be organized in 
order to prevent the recurrence of 
war. 

This »a< suggested today by the 
Youth Education committee of the 
commission to study the organiza- 
tion of peace. Study groups have 
already been organized on 20 cam- 
puses during the last month to give 
consideration to this question, the 
commission reports. 

The commission is not suggesting 
any settlement to the present bel- 
ligerents, but it holds that future 
peace must be organized so it will 
be more lasting than just an "arm- 
istice." At present more than 70 ex- 
perts are drafting a report on what 
they believe would be the bases of 
a stable world order. 

i it is the contention of the 
that in a democracy the 
prople themselves should have a 
x'oice in determining such policies. 



spcial effort- are being made to 
stimulate public thinking. Study 
groups are being formed throughout 
th? country and prizes of $300. $200. 
and $100 are b?ing awarded to the 
groups mot individuals' which sub- 
mit p.ipers embodying the most orig- 
inal and practical recommendatiors 
on the topic. These papers are due 
May 15th, and should be of not less 
than 3.000 nor mote than 5.000 
words. Widespread interest is being 
shown by college International Re- 
lations clubs. Student Union chap- 
ters and labor groups. 

As part of its program the com- 
mission is sponsoring a series of un- 
rehearsed student "bull sessions" ev- 
ery Saturday at 4 p. m. tESTi ox-er 
CBS stations. During April and 
May students from Chicago. Los 
Angeles and Ban Francisco will be 
heard. Talks by various experts are 
broadcast every Saturday at 6:30 
p. m. i EST'. Literature describing 
the work of the commls-ion is ob- 
tainable by writing to West 40th 
street. New York city.

Speaker Urges 
Good Will 
Toward Powers 

Promoting and strengthening of 
"our good neighbor policy" toward 
Latin America was stressed as a 
safeguard against the possible 
spread of the European war to 
America by Dr. J Fred Rippy. Uni- 
versity of Chicago history profes- 
sor, at general convocation yester- 
day morning in Memorial hall. 

Strict adherence to the 
Dcctrine was advocated by Doctor 
Rippy in the discussion of the cries 
existing with regard to the Latin 
American colonies and the European 
colonies In West Africa and the 
Americas. "We are as much devoted 
to the Monroe Doctrine as to the 
Bible and the Constitution." he said, 
and the use of it "to safeguard our 
own security requires collaboration 
with Latin America." 

Speaking on "The United States'. 
Latin America's, and the World's 
Crisis." as a highlight of the annual 
Pan-Politikon week on the campus. 
Doctor Rippy called the South 
American countries "our surest and 
safest market in this desperate- 
ridden, war-harried world." He dis- 
cussed the import -export relations 
of the United States and those 
countries, and declared that "there 
is less risk of ultimate loss" In 
trade with them 

"It is difficult to see how a belli- 
cose, bankrupt Europe and Asia can 
be of any help to the United States." 
the speaker said, and he ursed "an 
unemotional, far-sighted, h a r d - 
headed attitude" toward them, with 
more attention to the new world. 

Doctor Rippy. who is considered 
an authority on Latin America, de- 
clared that there is the likelihood 
of the formation of a Pan-, 
can Defensive League for the 
pose of resisting 
sion.

CHEMISTS SLATE 
FOOD SCIENTIST 



The Lexington section of the 
American Chemical society has an- 
nounced that the speaker at their 
April 22 meeting will be Dr. Don- 
ald Kiteley Tressler, who will speak 
on "Factors Controlling the Vitamin 
C content of Fresh Preserved and 
Cooked Fruits and Vegetables." 

A native of Cincinnati, Dr. Tress- 
! ler holds the degrees of B. A.. Uni- 
versity of Michigan, and Ph. D . 
I Cornell university. Since 1933 Dr. 
Tressler has been chief in research 
and head of the division of chem- 
istry, New York Experiment sta- 
tion, and professor of agricultural 
chemistry at Cornell university. 

His topic will concern the detailed 
study of the ascorbic acid content
